fertility of t h e soil, I began some 
years ago using common red clover. 
I found it to be very unsatisfactory, 1 
for too often I did not secure a £ o c < 
stand and too frequently when I did j 
get a good s ta n d in the spring 
it 
would kill o u t afte r the sm all g rain 
was cut. 
I then tried Mammoth clover, witu 1 
somewhat b e t te r results, but n o t en- 1 
tirely satisfacto ry, for I too frequent- I 
ly found t h e s a m e conditions to exist ■ 
in August, following the spring seed- j 
ing. 
I did, however, like th e M am ­ 
moth better because 
of 
Us 
la rge J 
grow th. 
T h is led me to consider th e 
use of sweet clover and ab o u t 
six 
years ago I b e g a n raising it. 
I have been most agreeably s u r ­ 
prised 
as to how' many uses this 
plant can be pu t to, to entire sa tis­ 
faction. 
I can say today, w ithout 
hesitation, t h a t sweet clover is going 
to revolu tio nize farming in

I started to raise it for fertilizing

I have used it as hay, p asture and 
silage with t h e most satisfactory r e ­ 
sults. 
I sow it with oats or o th e r 
small grain In th e spring and with a 
proper lime co n ten t 
and 
bacteria 
condition it is not 
an 
uncom m on 
thing to h av e from 13 inches to 2 4 
inches g ro w th by the middle of Sep­ 
tember th a t fail. 
I have had cuttle make a gain of 
three pounds a day on such fall p.a- 
turt. 
By sowing it in all of one’s small 
grain crop it affords one hay, p a s­ 
ture and ensilage in tho fail fruiu 
tile spring's seeding. I have harve st­ 
ed such a crop this fail, having had 
plenty 
of 
p a s tu re since threshing 
time, have filled two barns with hay 
and put up 70 tons of ensilage.

this being 
second 
crop 
material. 
From fthis tr e a t m e n t th e r e is ne 
danger of its killing out d u rin g tn t 
winter, but, o n th e other hand, i am 
assured of tw o crops next year, 
a 
hay or p a s tu re crop until th e 5th of 
June, and th e n a seed crop in Sep. 
(ember. 
I will have about 2 00 a c i d 
of such crops next year, 
I would suggest 2 0 pounds of hull­ 
ed seed to th e acre.

and inoculate seed if necessary, 
if 
soil conditions a r e right, it is not 
necessary to lessen your seeding of 
oats, barley or spring wheat.
